A great decrease in the number of 
collisions and derailments of rail­ 
road trains for the 
quarter 
ended 
June 20, 1914. was reported Wednes­ 
day by the interstate commerce com­ 
mission. 
As compared with the correspond­ 
ing quarter of 1913, there was a de­ 
crease of 737 in the number of train 
accidents. 
Defective 
roadway 
and 
defective equipment, together caused 
more than 72.3 per cent of all derail­ 
ments reported. 
In train accidents the total num­ 
ber of persons killed was IGI, while 
2,157 were injured.

Not to hit one cavalryman out 
of 25 at 50 and 150 paces is certainly 
an artistic achievement.

result was two dead horses. 
Church Tower a Lookout. 
“I reported at once to the brigade 
and asked that the 
church 
tow-er,

servation look-out by the Belgian ar-: 
tillery, be shelled. 
On the following j 
day two field howitzers fired twelve 
shots at it; this started a general 
conflagration in Bevel, and the tower 
disappeared. 
That was a great sat­ 
isfaction. To be fired upon twice from 
one village was 
just 
enough.

made our quarters for the night at 
Itighem, as Hellebrug had grown too 
dangerous for our horses.

and I found good quarters in • 
tho villa of a physician.

I had been keeping a setter 
with a baggage train for some days.

Kept Silence During Night. 
“October 5.—Fort Kessel kept si­ 
lence during the night. 
Yesterdays 
detachm ent again sent 
forward 
to 
^torni it. 
We led till we reached the 
open fields around the fort. TV hen the 
infantry advanced 
in 
firing 
lines. 
Scarcely did it reach the open fields, 
however, when it was literally show­ 
ered with shrapnel from Fort Broe- 
ciiem. 
Shell after shell exploded in 
their ranks, but they occupied Fort 
Kessel all the same. 
The enemy s 
shrapnels had little effect. For three 
hours they hailed upon our infantry, 
and the result: 
two wounded men. 
Our squadron remained behind in the 
woods, K 
and I watcing from its 
edge, while the shrapnels were falling 
among the infantry scarcely I CK) yards 
from us. 
We stood there fully two 
hours with no shell dropping nearer 
us titan about PH) yards. 
“Finally we started back 
to 
our 
squadron, and had hardly taken IOO 
steps when a shell exploded at the 
sjiot where we had 
been 
standing. 
W hat a happy escape. 
(We had ex­ 
actly the same experience, moreover, 
on the following day.) 
We get so ac­ 
customed to shells 
and 
shrapnels, 
however, that we don’t get out of 
their way unless they 
drop 
nearer 
than IOO yards from us; otherwise we 
do not let them bother us even when 
we are eating. 
“October 6.—K 
and I were or­ 
dered to reconnoitre Fort Booechein. 
which is to be shelled by our 42-centi­ 
meter mortars. 
We rode with 40 uh­ 
lans to a point west of Nylon (about 
eleven miles from Antwerp.)

tirm we found a deserted Belgian ob 
serration platform. W e quickly climb 
ad to it.
